AN   IMPORTANT  MEETING. 


At  a  meeting  recently  held  in  Lang- 
don  Hall  a  movement  was  started 
which  promises  to  be  of  much  im- 
portance to  Auburn.  For  some  time 
it  has  been"  thought  that  the  present 
method  of  directing  athletics  could  be 
improved  upon  and  a  scheme  has  been 
devised  which  will  be  more  in  keep- 
ing with  our  progress.  The  plan 
suggested  and  which  will  be  put  into 
practice  immediately  is  to  organize 
and  incorporate  the  Auburn  Athletic 
Association,  to  be  composed  of  Alum- 
ni, Faculty,  students  and  other  sup- 
porters of  Auburn.  Each  member 
shall  pay  to  the  Association  a  yearly 
due  of  $2.00,  this  sum  representing 
his  contribution  to  athletics  for  the 
year. 

In  the  Association  there  is  to  be 
an  executive  committee  which  shall 
take  the  place  of  the  present  advi- 
sory board,  iassuming  all  its  func- 
tions, members  of  it  being  elected 
in  the  same  manner  now  used  for 
election  of  the  advisory  board. 

The  advantages  in  this  system  are 
many.    The  purpose  and  expectatio-i 
is  to  have  every  student  join,  thus 
making  the  direction  of  athletics  more 
democratic,  for  every  member  shall 
have  a  vote  in  the  selection  of  man 
agers,  etc.,  and  also  every  man  will 
feel  that  he  has  a  personal  Interest 
through  his  pocketbook,  in  the  teams 
that  represent  Auburn.    "The  way  to 
a  man's  heart  is  through  his  pock 
etbook,"  and  it  is  believed  that  uni 
versal  interest  and  enthusiasm  will 
result  from  this  method.   Again,  the 
system  will  eliminate  the  need  of  a 
personal  canvass  for    funds  two  or 
three  times  a  year. 

Now  to  our  fellows:  Wiser  heads 
than  yours  have  devised  and  pro- 
posed this  policy,  with  a  view  sin 
gle  to  Auburn's  welfare,  which  is 
yours.
